The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Claims 23-27 are directed to a method of treating undesirable cell proliferation 
associated with mycoplasma infection in a subject comprising administering to the 
subject an effective amount of trans-sialidase and neuraminidase and a combination 
thereof wherein the disorder is atherosclerosis or malignancy. 

Claimed method if free of prior art. Further, even though Konrad et al. (cited in 
the IDS) teaches that mycoplasma attachment to cells may be inhibited by utilizing 
neuraminidases and Tsai (cited in the attached PTO 892 form) teaches that 
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mycoplasma induced ontogenesis may be inhibited by antibiotics, there is no motivation 
to combine said references to render the invention obvious. This is because the prior art 
does not teach that the mechanism of antibiotic action on mycoplasmas and that of 
neuraminidase on mycoplasmas are identical towards mycoplasma induced 
oncogenesis. Hence said method is also non-obvious. 
Claims 23-27 are allowed.
